Many Dogs of our Towns¬ 
people poisoned by Some¬ 
one Unknown.

G. Buck’s dog, a valuable thor¬ 
oughbred setter, was also poisoned, 
iiut his life was saved bj/ the strenu¬ 
ous administration of drugs. Several 
other good dogs were killed and the 
(log owners in town are somewhat 
perturbed as to the fate of itheir own 
pets. The matter is in the hands of 
CJor. Allen, whom we understand is 
sending the stomach of one of the 
victims to Calgary for analysis, when 
if poisoning is determined, the per¬ 
petrators will be rounded up and just 
piunishment meted out to them for the 

T ntemprtible trick. 

Mr. Geo. Buck, in attending his dog 
Which was poisoned, was bitten on 
the hand by the animal, and the in¬ 
jury required careful attention and 
dressing under the circumstances. No 
bad results are expected but the 
wound was not conductive to absolute 
peace of mind. 

Assault Case 

Italians beat up R. J. Adams 
of EnSign, and Threaten 
l • His Life. 


Olivia and Constantine Danderoski, 
two Italian laborers, working on the 
cj.P.R. section at Ensign, were ar¬ 
rested on Friday evening last at En¬ 
sign, charged by R. J. Adams with 
assault and threatening to kill.

SCHOOL BOARDS SHOULD GET 
BUSY 

Fes Charged ie Very Small and Would 

Will Hava Far-reaching Effect on 
the Health of the Coming 
Generation 

It Is of prime Importance that 
School Trustees should avail them, 
selves of the services of the Public 
Health Nurses, who, next week, shall 
be stationed in different centres in the 
province to conduct child welfare 
stations and to Inspect the children 
attending school. Although for years 
it has been optional with the Trustees 
in rural school districts to have medi¬ 
cal Inspection of the children attend¬ 
ing school, but a small percentage of 
the schools have ever been so inspect¬ 
ed. To render this service more gen¬ 
eral and at the same time to reduce the 
expense to school dlstrlots, registered 
nurses, by means of a special course 
of Instruction given at the Provincial 
University, are being qualified to do 
this work. In the various cities, 
townB and villages throughout Canada 
where there Is inspection of schools 
by doctors and nurses, about forty 
•per cent of the children aTe found to 
have ailments that are prejudicial to 
health. Although the Legislature did 
not make such inspection compulsory 
in rural schools, it Is Inconceivable 
that any board within striking dis¬ 
tance of where a Nugse-Inspector Is 
located will do aught else except send 
a request at once -that the school be 
inspected. The Department of Health 
Is bearing about one-half of the whole 
expense. 

It trains the nurses, pays their 
salaries, and living expenses, and the 
school district is asked to pay only a 
maximum of $20.00 with a minimum 
of -10.00 for such inspection of all 
children attending any rural school. 
There Is heavy demand from various 
parts of the Province for such in¬ 
spection. There are only twelve such 
specially trained nurses In the pro¬ 
vince. Ten will be placed at particu-

The necessity of such inspection 
may toe Illustrated toy the average re¬ 
sult of such Inspection In 1910 of the 
schools of ten leading cities In the 
United States, where on an average 
of 1000 children Inspected ‘ It was 
found that there were defects gnd ail¬ 
ments actually Injurious to health at 
the time of Inspection In the following 
number of children, as to teeth 415, 
throat 201, eyes, 163, nose" 108, glands 
118, ears 30. 

Professor Osier recently addressing 
the Academy of Medicine In London, 
England, said "If I were asked to say 
whether more phyeiclal deterioration 
was produced by alcohol or by defec¬ 
tive teeth, I should say by defective 
teeth." 

If school trustees are in any doubt 
as to the beneficial result of the' In¬ 
spection of their school by a,Burse- 
inspector, they are advised to write 
the Secretary-Treasurer of any school 
thus far Inspected There were only 
four such nurses heretofore qualified. 
They inspected a number of schools 
last year and these, among others, 
Coaldale Consolidated, Crystal Lake, 
Beaver, Pioneer, etc., near Leth¬ 
bridge; Scottfleld Consolidated, Rain¬ 
bow, Keystone, and others near 
Youngstown; KUlam, Poplar Park, 
Asquith, etc., at or near KUlam; Ver¬ 
milion, Centre, New Mannville, Bowl¬ 
ing Green, etc., at or neaE Vermilion. 

Several towns and villages are now 
co-operating with the trustees of the 
surrounding-districts so that a nurse 
may be stationed to conduct child wel¬ 
fare work and to Inspect the schools 
and give health talks in every district. 
The Minister of Health has found that 
while the fee of from $10.00 Jo $20.00 
according to attendance Is considered 
very reasonable as to rural districts; 
the Mraight maximum charge of $20.00 
per room fn the towns and villages ds 
considered excessive, and the Minister 
agrees that It is excessive. • He has 
thesefore written all parties Interest¬ 
ed and stated that for their effort In 
co-ordinating the work that to any 
town or village that secures co-opera¬ 
tion of at least ten rural school dis¬ 
tricts, that Is inspection and furnish¬ 
ing transportation for the nurse, he 
will allow such town or village a de¬ 
duction and the amount such town or 
village will toe required to pay will be 
$20.00 for the first room and only 
$10.00 for each other room'. Thus In a 
five-room village or town school the 
payment will be $60.00 (not $100.00). 
The Minister holds that he can ob¬ 
serve the Statute by giving the Trus¬ 
tees a receipt for the remaining $40.00 
for services rendered the Department 
and similarly In all cases, no matter 
what Is the number of rooms. It 
should toe clearly understood, however, 
that no nurse will toe placed at any 
centre to do child welfare work, ex¬ 
cept In c. nnretion with school In¬ 
spection. It Is hoped that the eight 
graduating fraes will commence 
work next .viomlay. 

The average parent in the~provlnce 
is alive to the necessity of thorough 
inspection of all school children, lest 
one of his children may be desk-mate 
to a child afflicted with a communica 
ble disease. In some school districts 
it has been found, that there are forty 
rate-payers and only a few children 
attending school, therefore the mini¬ 
mum fee of $10.00 applies and there¬ 
fore the cost to each rate-payer Is but 
25 cents. It seems quite clear that as 
to any trustee who does not bestir 
himself and Immediately arrange to 
have his school inspected, his service 
as a trustee will not longer be requir¬ 
ed In any district. Requests have come 
from several districts to recall 
trustees who are not active in taklijg 
steps to secure school Inspection. 

The -Public School Inspectors are 
very enthusiastic over this work and 
are willing to give all the assistance 
they possibly can to assist In the 
necessary organization or In any other
